Treatment of . Wool.— A jsuperin- 
tendeht bf a" Western factory g^^^ the 
following hints as to the treatment of 
wool : 

1. If possible, don't let the fleece get 
fillsd with chafl'by feediugyour sheep 
at straw stacks. If you cannot feed 
them through racks, it is better to 
scatter the straw or hoy about the yard, 
next to the fonco. It is a decided in- 
jury to tho fleece if the sheep feed at 
the straw stack. 

2. Don't defer shearing too long, as 
tho tleoces aro apt to become cotted 
wool, which is only worth half-jirice. 

13. Wash wool well or not at all, as 
poorly washed or dingy wool will com- 
mand in market scarcely mora than 
straight unwashed. In many parta of 
Minnesota tho facilities are evidently 
not Hufllciout for floeco-wiishing, and 
in such placoH it is better not to at- 
tempt it. 

i. Whether washed or unwashed, 
fleeces should bo properly tagged, aud 
each fleece should bo tied up by itself 
in not too hard or solid a bunch. For 
tying up wool use only what is known 
as wool twiuo. Never uso jute twine, 
as it gets into tho wool and cau bo got 
out only with difiioulty. Many manu- 
facturers will reject wool when tied up 
with such twine. . 

5. In taking wool to the_ market 
don't put it in a wagon-box with clay, 
straw or chaft'iu tho bottom and cover 
it over with hay, expecting when you 
reach a market to got a good price, as 
many do. If you expect to get a full 
price treat your wool as though you 
considered it worth something your« 
self. It matters not what is to be sold, 
whether French silk or raw wool; the 
more neatly it is put up or gotteu up 
for market, the quicker it will sell and 
the higher price it will command.

WHAT WILL FLOW FROM THE 
SUCCESS OF THE GOVERNMENT 
aUARTZ MINING POLICY. 

A great cloal clepouda on the result of 
the experimental ornshing, qt. quartz at 
Cariboo, a report of which' trill reach us 
in the courao of a f e w. days. .) The mill is 
being run night and day, and when forty 
tons of the rook sbnll liavo been crushed 
a "clean-up " will bo had and the valuo 
of at least one of the quartz ledges of 
Cariboo determined.. In a previous article 
wo intimated that we did not nntioipate a 
very Burprising yield. Wo shall not bo 
dibappoiutpd if a second bonanza be not 
laid bare; but we shall bo both surprised 
and disappointed if it bo not oltarly aud 
nnmistakiibly domonstratod that thero ex- 
ists at Cariboo ledges "that will jmy— and 
pay well— to work by the most improved 
methods known to quartz miners. The 
epocimens submitted to aasay have pro- 
mised well— bettor tbr.n speoimona ob- 
tained from lodes in California aud Neva- 
da that afterwards proved rich. There is 
therefore reason to look for returna 
from the initial cruBhing thai! will encour- 
age fui-thor efforts in the development 
of the Cariboo locigos and stimulate every 
industry iiud branch of triiuo represented 
in tho Province. Let it ouoo bo made 
clear to the world that there aro lodes in 
British Columbia that will pay, aud thoro 
will be no end of capital to open and work 
thorn. At this moment thoro is a plethora 
of money at Ban Francisco. Capitalists 
cannot mvest ttioir money prolitably. A 
few days ago a San Fiiincisco bunk (tlio 
Merchants') with a capital of S1,500,UU0, 
wound up because it was unable to lend 
money. Wt» have reason to know that 
other San Francisco banks are in a simi- 
lar position, and largo returns from the 
Cariboo crushing would not bo necessary 
to attract all the capit.il required to de- 
velop oveiy quart/, lodyo in tho country 
and breathe now life into tho iutorosts of 
Caribo .—the victim of cold neglect and 
indiiTarenoe at the hands of the Govoru- 
meiit that preceded the present. The mic- 
oe.'isfnl opening of tho quartz lodges 
would I'hango tlie whole aspoct of affairs 
in British Columbia. Not alone would 
Cariboo District be benefitted : tho wbolo 
country would have new life infus- 
ed into it. Interior farmers and stock- 
raisers would have at their doors_ a large 
and ever-growing market provided for 
their produce. MecUauics, artisans and 
minors would find protitablo employ- 
ment at good wagffs; founderios 
would spring up to supply a largo- 
ly-iucreased demand for machinery. 
Merchants would find new customers for 
thoir goods. OarrierB would be kept busy 
transporting merchandise over the roads. 
Towns and villages would receive large 
accessions to their i)opulation3, and Vic- 
toria, as the chief emporium of the Pro- 
vince, tho centre of capital and commerce, 
would shortly exceed in size and prosper- 
ity the prediction of its late illustrious 
founder. In fact, there will he no end 
to the prosperity that would mako its 
quickening influence fait throuphoiit tlio 
Province if the Cariboo quartz ledges 
shall be proved to be payably auriferous. 
One great and important object would 
also be attained by success. Down to the 
present time British Columbia has not 
offered a field for the profitable employ- 
ment of young men who have bean 
raised in the Province, and many have bean 
forced to go abroad in search of work that 
they could not find bore. With the de- 
velopment of our quartz interests there 
will bo found amjjle employment for the 
young men who are growing up in our 
midst. Wo shall retain our own home- 
grown population, and offer homos and 
good wages to many others. Indeed, it 
is scarcely possible to foreshadow tho 
great benefits that will flow from the do- 
Tclopinont of the quartz ledges. We can 
but point to the populous and prosperous 
Stata of Nevada aud eay, "quartz made 
it," to convey a faint idea of what is in 
store for this country if the Cariboo ledges 
bat meet tiie most moderate expectations 
formed of their value. 

FINANCIAL. 

Tho Loyal Opposition and their or^ 
gans are disconcerted at the success of 
tho late loan ; and no wonder. They pro 
pbesied disaster, and did their little best 
to insure failnre.' The sale of the bonds 
at 96 was a hard blow for them; but tho 
recent gratifying rise in tho vnltio of the 
bonds has tlazod them completely.

cause bonds that wore sold at W> ia July 
■wcro worth 100 J.<; in September tho Gov- 
ernment should bo called on to pay the 
difference. Let us put this luminous pro- 
position toa practical t(!st and see how it 
will sound; A at Portland iu tho month 
of July couaigns to 13 at Victoria lUU bar- 
rels of flour for sale on commisHion. Tlie 
consignee disposes of the flour at SB a bar- 
rel, thohigliost market rate. luSoptembur 
tho Hatno grado of Hour advances to .'^JO. 
can the consignor require tho con-iigneo to' 
pay him the diffc'ienco between tlie price at 
which the article was auld iu July and 
what it was worth in Soptoajbor? , The 
proposition, is BO absard that it must cre- 
ate a smile when read. Take another il- 
lustration: We liavo before us tho Inves- 
tors' MoniUlj Manval: Caiiiuliun 15 porceuts, 
floated a fow years ago us 'J5, are tlioreiu 
quoted at 106% ; and Queensland V> per 
cents, floated at 91 are held at liiO! Can 
the Government in' power whoti thoHo 
bonds were floated be, called on to make 
up tho difforence between tho selling aud 
quoted price? Any schoolboy would know 
bettor than to advance such a ridiculous, 
childish, jackassical prone)sition; aud yet 
wefind nmnn who has icproHcutod tlioPro- 
vice at Ottawa for .several yearn and who 
has claimed to bo head and shoulders ovor 
his follow-reprosontatives in honor, intel- 
lect and ability, Horiously laying it, down 
in his paper as an indi:;iiuf;d)li! fact that 
tho GoYoriuuont of Jirili«]i Columbia can 
und ought to bo made to jiay tho dilTor- 
onoo between the selling and tho ruling 
pricosl Perhaps, says this modern "Tris- 
megistuH," thero was corruption in thoHulo 
of tho bonds. Who pocketed tho .STSJ.^iO V 
ho ask8;aud threatens that when tlio Houso 
meets the Opposition will attack the Gov- 



ernment on this very quostionjof the sale 
of the bonds. " 'Have at ye, villians!" 
The Government not only court tho 
strictoat inquiry, but they invito you to 
the contest. There ia not a telegram, a 
dispatch, a memorandum, or a scrap of 
paper connected with the floating of the 
bonds that will not bo produced. As tho 
negotiations were carried on through tho 
Bank of British Columbia, thero will bo 
no ditliculty in arriving at all tho facts; 
and we venture tho prediction that fco 
clciirly will tho whole case bo laid before 
tlie House that tho Government will gain 
strength and confidence wherever the 
facts are made known.

He dis- 
claimed any desire for power for himself 
anil concluded with a vidlent attack on tho 
clericals who, bo Haid, excited tho fears of 
Europe by the lii csunci; of lui niiti-ltoiiub- 
licH.n coi\lition. (iiunbct'.a referred to Ito- 
])ublican prospects ami s.ud, "After sift- 
ing information which reaches me from 
all quarters I assure you the 803 will re- 
turn to Yersailles reinforced to 400."

"Scientific W'anuring." 

Experimenta to ascortiin tho host mo- 
thods of manuring continue year after 
year in Groat Britain, and the results are 
becoming moro and moro satisfactory 
in tho increased yield of farms that a few 
years ago were suiiposed to bo exhausted. 
Ono of tho most interesting and iustriic- 
tivo gatherings that has taken place of 
late was that of tho East Lothian Agricul- 
tural Olub, when the Club was addressed 
by Mr. Paton, of St-andingstono. This 
gentleman had visited the farm of Lord 
Elcho in Eothamsted, and minutely de 
tailed what he saw while there. Tho sul- 
drosa is too long tor insorcion iu, full in 
our columns, and a short eztraofc must 
Buffico: 

Mr. Paton said that Dr. Lawos (Lord 
Elcho's manager) , pointing to the nn- 
manured plot, said: "Gentlemen, this 
plot cost mo uothing; it has yielded 21 
ewt. per aoro on au average for tho last 20 
years and pays nie better than most of tlio 
others that are tojjdressed." The plot ly- 
ing alougsido thia one getting 32 owt. su- 
porpospliato. costing 14s. gave only 22 
owt., or 1 moro than Nothing. I may- 
hero mention that the superposphato in 
all cases is made from 2!)0 lbs. bona ash 
aud 150 lbs. sulphuric acid ; and what Dr. 
Lawes cidls his ammonia salts are com- 
posed of o(]ual parts of aulphato and mu- 
riate of ammonia. Tho plot getting 400 
lbs. ammonia salts, and costing £i, gives 
only 26 owt., or 5 owt.more than nothing. 
For the first 10 years this plot gave 30>^ 
cwt., and for the la:«t 10 only 22 ewt. A 
most wouilorfnl ohaugo for tho wor.-it has 
taken placo in tho nature of the grasses 
hero. Tho best have all disappeared, and 
it now looks just liko grass growing on a 
bit of deaf mossy land. By far the lar- 
gest crop of the whole was the plot grown 
with 300 lbs. sulphate of potass, IHO lbs. 
sulphate soda, 100 lbs. sulphate of mag- 
nesia, cwt. suporposphate, and 800 
lbs. ammonia salts, costing in nil about 
£10, and yielding about 3 tons on an aver- 
age. In this plot there wa.i an absence of 
tho clovers and shortdrs grasses, but the 
talleV varieties were most luxuriant. The 
unmanured plot paid quite as well as this, 
calculating hay at .i'5 per ton. Another 
plot, getting tho sumo Bulphatos as above, 
with tho oxeoption of ammonia s-^lts, 
whioh cou."iists of 400 lbs. instead of 800 
lbs., but with the addition of 2000 of fine- 
ly cut wheat straw, the whole costing 
XO, lOa, gave 57 owt. It was was 8 years 
beforo any good resulted from tho appli- 
catian of tho wheat straw, but for tho last 
10 years the cut straw has given 11 cwt. 
extra. Five cwts. nitrate of soda has give 
35 cwt., and iUlowing it cost (Jus there 
would only bo 15 ewt, to show for this 
outlaj-. Perhaps the experiment which 
we are most interested iu is t!ie next I 
mention, wliere nitrate of soda was given 
at tho rato of 2J;^ cwt, (tho applications 
are all at so much per acre) , and gave a 
return of 31 cwt. Tho first ten years it 
averaged 34^4, aud tho past ton 33% cwt., 
plainly showing that uitrato does not ex- 
haust the lantl ,so much as it gets credit 
for. There is an inoreaso of 12 cwt., 
which at 5s per cwt. leaves a profit of 27s, 
Tho last I refer to here was whore 14 tons 
of farmyard manure were anuuidly given 
which produced only 42 owt., and taking 
the manure at 10s per ton, we have hero 
an increase of hay to tho extent of 1 ton, 
but costing .C7. It is evident from tho 
above experiments that the sulphates can- 
not bo applied profitably, but that the ui- 
trato and phosphate can, though not with 
much profit. They soem to act much bet- 
ter on young grasses. We were next 
shown the barloy experiments. Here bar- 
ley has been grown every year on tho same 
plots with tho samo manure siuco 1852. 
Startiug with the plot unmanured for the 
same period, viz. 24 years, wo find that 
there is au average yield of 18 bushels, 
weighing 52 His. and giving 11 cwt. str.iw. 
Tho no,xt plot, manured with 33-^ cwt. of 
8uperphosi)hute, coating 14s, gave an in- 
create of 5 bushels aud IJi cwt. straw; 
and taking barley at 4s (id per bushel, 
leaves a profit of nearly 13s per aero bo- 
sides tho straw. Several experiments with 
tho sulphates of potash, magnesia, Ac, 
gives a loss when applied ; but 200 Ihs of 
ammonia s-alts and 2 cwt. superphos[)hato 
gave, with an outlay of 54s, a return of 
XU V)i ov«r the nnmunured plot. Another 
lilot, with nitrate of auda alone, at tho 
rato of 2y, owt., gave a yield of 35 bush- 
els, or exactly double the unmanured plot 
and 21^ cwt. straw— almost double straw 
too. Then, again, 1% cwt. nitrate of 
Bodo and 3^,^ cwt. SHperplioapliato gave 
48 bushels and 31 owt. straw; aud hern I 
may mention that Dr. .Lawes says that 
thia is just about as big a crop as ho can 
({row without being too much lodged. An- 
other plot getting 1000 lbs of rape oaks 
looked very wnll, and has averaged -44 'i 
bushels and 25*3 straw. The same amount 
of rape cake willi3; j cwt. super[)liot.phato 
gave au addition of only 2 bushels aud 2 
owt. The last I shall mention is that of 
the plot that got lltons farmyard manure 
every year. This gives 17 bualiels aud 27 
cwt. of straw; but the cost hero is double 
that of the light manure, and a loss is the 
result. Wo gather from tho abova that 
nitrate and pliosiiliates fippliud together 
pay the best, and that thoy cau bo applied 
year after year, and grow a good crop. Iu 
passing from this field to another of the 
experimental plots, wo were taken through 
a field of barley (0 acres) that was once 
in the rotation of the farm, but for tho last 

years has grown barloy in sucoossion.aud 
getting nothing but 2J.^ cwt. nitrate aud 
22 cwt. saxierphospbato, and thia year 
when we were there everyone admitted 
they had seen nothing looking better and 
healthier. The land was ([uito clean. Dr. 
Lawos said it had not had autumn cultiva- 
tion — was just ploughed in winter, grub- 
bed in apring, the seed drilled and top- 
(irosBcd with the Hanie munure,-; ua former- 
ly. Wa nest came to tho wheat experi- 
ments, whioh are conducted in the same 
oontinuoua way as tho others. Tho first 

1 monlitm is the unmanured plot, which 
has yielded for the last 21 years fourteen 
bushels per acre. The first half of that 
period it yielded 15Vi buvhels, and the 
latter half 12% bushels. The next plot 
has recoivod 14 tons dung every year, and 
has yielded 31 bushels; lint ihfl costhas 
been too mneh to be profitable. This 
plot has neither increased mor fallen off 
in the yield during tho twonty-fourycars. 
On tho plot where nitrate alone waa 
was applied nt tho rato of 5 cwt, per acre, 
the crdp lookoil ])rL'tty well, bntl find tho 
yiold had boon only 25'.t bushels.
